Voting light 
in school race 


Balloting was light this morning as 
voters went to the polls to elect two 
trustees in Lompoc Unified School 
District and one trustee to represent 
Division Five of Allan Hancock College 
District. 
Polls opened at 7 a.m. under clear 
skies, and were to remain open until 8 
p.m. 
Balloting ranged from about seven to 
12 per cent in 11 of the school district’s 17 
precincts when a sample check was 
made before 11:30 a.m . Precinct 
workers expected an upswing in the 
voting at noon and again after 5 p.m. 
when day workers arrived home. 


There were no official estimates of the 
percentage of the school district’s 14,586 
eligible voters who would go to the polls. 
Some observers predicted that the field 
of eight candidates in the school board 
race would generate a strong turnout. 


Candidates are Donald R. Adams, 
Robert Coe, Jeffrey D. Day, Dorothy 
Liss, Alberta Morgan, Karen Rush, 


William Sumner and Ed Walsh.

Off-shore oil leases 
rapped in GAO report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Interior 
Department approves the sale of of­ 
fshore oil leases based on inaccurate and 
unreliable geological data, often with lit­ 
tle competitive bidding, according to a 
study by the General Accounting Office. 
The study recommends the secretary 
of interior be authorized to “conduct a 
systematic exploration program, on a 
selective basis,’’ to develop better data 
for “more informed resource develop­ 
ment decision making.”

Leases to drill on the ocean floor are 
sold without adequate information about 
Carter talks 
of Rhodesian 
boycott 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter met today with Democratic con­ 
gressional leaders who said he stressed 
the importance of boycotting Rhodesian 
chrome to bolster U.S. relations with 
black African nations. 
“He said he felt it is very necessary 
and important to our future relations 
with African nations,” said Rep. Shirley 
Chisholm of New York following the 
breakfast meeting with the President. 
Contrary to a general United Nations 
ban on imports of Rhodesian chrome, the 
United States has been accepting chrome 
from the apartheid South African nation. 
But the Senate is expected to vote this 
week to join the boycott 
Rep 
John Brademas, D-Ind., told 
reporters he expects the administration 
will “prevail” in the vote to repeal the 
so-called Byrd amendment. That amend­ 
ment exempts the United States from 
the U N sanctions on Rhodesia 
Carter earlier promised to make a 
telephone call today to one of his callers 
on Saturday’s phone-in to say he is 
“aware of an inequity in cost of living 
adjustments’’ for civil service and 
military retirees and social security 
recipients 


the resource potential, said the GAO, 
Congress’ investigative arm. 
“Consequently, decisions to lease 
tracts ... could not reasonably assure 
that the public received a fair market 
value return for the resources,” the GAO 
said Monday in a 67-page report. 
The report, presented to the Select 
Committee on the Outer Continental 
Shelf, said the Interior Department’s 
process of selecting offshore tracts was 
frequently unreliable and was frequently 
non-competitive. 
The report was based on a study of an 
OCS lease sale in 1975 by the Interior 
Department off the California coast. 
GAO found the department’s revenue 
estimating process for OCS sales was 
based on inadequate data, often in­ 
cluding overly optimistic estim ates 
which were never achieved. 
In the California sale, it said, the 
government received 6417 million in 
revenues while the Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget had estimated ex­ 
pected revenue at $2 billion and included 
that figure in its budget. 
“We found that the Department of the 
Interior’s tract selection and evaluation 
process was not reliable and that bidding 
was not generally competitive,” the 
GAO said. 
The study said OCS tracts “were 
selected for leasing without obtaining 
adequate Information to assess their 
resource potential and to meet the 
department’s then existing goal of 10 
million acres each year.” 


“Tracts believed to have little or no 
resource potential were added to the sale 
just to meet this former acreage goal,” 
the GAO said. 


The report also found that while the 
department estimated two-thirds of the 
tracts would be leased, oil and gas 
companies submitted bids on only 70 of 
the 231 offered for sale. And of the 70 
tracts, only 56 or about 24 per cent even­ 
tually were leased. 


“The lack of competition and interest 
is further evidenced by the fact that 49 of 
the tracts bid on received only one or two 
bids.’’ GAO said. 
Carter, Rabin meet; 
reaffirm friendship 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter and Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin have affirmed the friendship of 
the United States and Israel and their 
desire to see permanent peace achieved 
this year in the Middle East. 
Rabin scheduled talks with members 
of Congress, a news conference and 
another meeting with Carter today, the 
second of the Israeli's three-day visit. 
In a warm toast at a stag “working 
dinner” in the White House Monday 
night. Carter said he and Rabin discus­ 
sed at length the possibilities for “help­ 
ing carve out for Israel and Israel’u 
neighbors a time of permanent peace, 
m utual 
r e s p e c t, 
tr a d e , b e tte r 
understanding and acceptance of dif­ 
ferences ” 


Rabin, in turn, said he believed his 
talks with Carter “will serve and help br­ 
ing meaningful negotiations, agree­ 
ments that in the long run ... will bring 
peace to the Middle East.’’ 


The two men’s friendship goes back to 
1971 when Rabin, then Israeli ambas­ 
sador here, visited Carter in the Georgia 
governor’s mansion. 


Carter said he has never looked on the 
two countries' relationship as merely 
helping Israel. “I consider it an equal 
partnership that has derived tremendous 
benefits and freedom for us,” he said 
“As long as I have any influence on our 
government, that friendship, recogni­ 
tion. strength and sensitivity to purpose 
will never waver,” Carter said

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Major reorganization plan 
outlined by HEW secretary 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In a major reorganization proposal, HEW 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano said today a new agency should be created to ad­ 
minister Medicaid and Medicare, and responsibility for federal welfare pay­ 
ments should be shifted to the Social Security Administration. 
Califano said Medicare and Medicaid — programs designed to pay medical 
costs for the elderly and the poor—should be administered by a new Health 
Care Financing Administration which “may save literally hundreds of millions 
of dollars . 
He said the Department of Health, Education and Welfare's Social and 
Rehabilitation Service, which administers welfare. Medicaid and other social 
service programs, would be eliminated under the plan Medicare is now ad­ 
ministered by the Social Security Administration. 
Califano said the proposed reorganization was intended “to streamline the 
operations of HEW, improve its delivery of services and reduce opportunities 
for fraud and abuse.” 
Califano’s plan also would downgrade the position of HEW's assistant 
secretary for health, but he would continue to direct the U.S. Public Health 


Service, which includes major health service programs. 
HEW has a $145 billion budget this year and has requested $162 billion or 
fiscal 1978. Califano said his reorganization proposal was in keeping with a 
campaign promise made by President Carter and is also a response to 
criticism of the department from Congress and the public. 
The reorganization is effective immediately and requires no approval from 
Congress. Califano said at a news conference. 
“I am confident the Hill (Congress) will agree with me that I have the 
authority to do it, because I clearly do have the authority to do it,” he said 
“The members of Congress I’ve talked to were clearly enthusiastic about it." 
Califano said the plan was his but has been approved by President Carter. 
The reorganization is “a first step ... to get the department to work well” and 
probably will be completed within two months, Califano said. 
Califano denied a report in the Chicago Tribune that he is feuding with White 
House officials over HEW appointments. He called the report “absolute non­ 
sense and said every person he recommended for a job has been “enthusiasti­ 
cally approved" by the White House

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Stressing he 
will have the final say on any weapons 
deal with the Russians, President Carter 
today urged Senate approval of con­ 
troversial Paul Warnke as the nation's 
chief arms negotiator. 
Carter’s support of his nominee at a 
breakfast meeting with Democratic con­ 
gressional leaders followed Warnke’s 
apology Monday for 25 “typographical” 
errors in his Senate testimony. 
Despite conservative charges that 
Warnke is soft on Soviet gains in the 
arms race and that he doctored his 
Senate testimony, the Senate is expected 
to approve him Wednesday as chief U.S. 
arms negotiator and head of the U.S. 
Arms Control and Disarmament Agency. 
Sen. Alan Cranston. D-Calif., said 
Carter made it clear at the meeting that 
the President, not Warnke. “ is going to 
be the man in charge of our negotiating 
stance." 
"He will be the key decision maker,” 
Cranston said. 


Reps. John Brademas. D-Ind., and 
Shirley Chisholm. D-N.Y., said Carter 
urged support for Warnke. 


Warnke opponents say he doctored and 
rearranged words in his written Senate 
testimony to neutralize a dovish stand on 
arms But the nominee retorted Monday 
that the testim ony contained 25 
"typographical” errors, not intentional­ 
ly misleading statements. 


Daniel Graham, co-chairman of the 
conservative Emergency Coalition 
against Unilateral Disarmament, today 
called on Carter to withdraw Warnke’s 
nomination as arms negotiator. 


“The nature of Mr. Wamke’s opinions 
remains a matter of concern to us, but 
this disagreement lies in the realm of 
personal opinion where reasonable peo­ 
ple can disagree," Graham said in a let­ 
ter to Carter. 


“What does not lie within that realm is 
Mr 
Wamke's effort to mislead the 
Senate, and the nation, as to the nature 
of his previous statements and policy at­ 
titudes.” the letter said 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Army to­ 
day released a report showing it con­ 
ducted 239 biological warfare tests at 92 
locations in the United States between 
1942 and 1966. some of them involving 
release of organisms which could cause 
fatal diseases. 
The report was the first comprehen­ 
sive review of U.S. biological warfare 
tests released since the program was 
ordered ended in 1969 and stocks of germ 
warfare agents destroyed. 
The review listed three types of tests 
— release of “simulants” in the open air 
on 160 occasions at 66 locations to deter­ 
mine U.S. vulnerability to biological at­ 
tack; tests with harmful organisms on 48 
occasions at three locations; and 31 tests 
of anti-crop agents at 23 locations. 
Release of the report was timed for the 
opening of Senate hearings on use of 


human volunteers in tests involving sub­ 
stances which could cause such poten­ 
tially fatal diseases as tularemia, rift 
fever, rocky mountain spotted fever and 
anthrax. 
Open air tests were conducted at the 
Army’s Dugway Proving Ground in 
Utah. Eglin Air Force Base in Florida 
and at a research station of the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin, the Army said. 
It said the last such test was made at 
Dugway from Feb. 15 to April 4. 1967, in­ 
volving substances which could cause 
tularemia, otherwise known as rabbit 
fever, and “Q fever,” a cattle disease 
that can be fatal to human beings 
“Open air testing of pathogens (harm­ 
ful organisms) was undertaken only 
after intensive reviews by noted scien­ 
tists were completed and the degree of 
risk determined to be acceptable.” a 


summary of the study said.

acknowledged by the Army were 
vulnerability tests with “non-disease- 
causing biological substances” on eight 
occasions, including one release of 
organisms in the New York subway 
system in 1966 
The vulnerability experiments at­ 
tracted widespread criticism after the 
1950 death of a San Francisco hospital 
patient. The death was attributed to a 
“non-disease-causing” substance used in 
an Army test. 
The Army report said the substance. 
Serratia Marcescens, was not believed 
at the time to be linked to increased in­ 
cidence of disease. It said the San Fran­ 
cisco death “appeared coincidental” 
because other hospitals did not report 
similar infections.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter’s chief economic adviser said to­ 
day the administration's $50-per-person 
tax rebate is needed even though the 
economy is improving without it. 
Charles Schultze, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, told the 
Senate Finance Committee that even 
while Carter was formulating his 
economic stimulus package, “our view 
was that the economy would emerge 
from the pause largely on its own. and it 
has. 
“But economic growth in 1977 will not 
be sufficient to make a significant dent 
in the unemployment rate without 
additional fiscal stimulus,” he said 
Schultze. Treasury Secretary W. 
Michael Blumenthal and Budget Direc­ 
tor Bert Lance testified at the opening 
day of hearings in the Senate on Carter's 
economic stimulus plan. 
The House has almost completed its 
version of a tax stimulus package, and 
was expected to send a bill to the Senate 
late today or Wednesday. Under the Con­ 
stitution. tax bills must originate in the 
House 
Carter met today with congressional 
Democratic leaders, who said he expres­ 
sed opposition to a provision of the tax 
bill which would permit a tax credit for 
newly hired workers 
Carter said the provision would be ad­ 
vantageous to new businesses, especially 
in growing “sunbelt” states, but would 
not provide enough incentive to es­ 
tablished industries for hiring workers.

Carter’s three top economic advisers 
objected to changes made in the business 
tax incentives proposed by the Presi­ 
dent. They said the House Ways and 
Means Committee’s plan to decrease un­ 
employment through the business tax 


cuts would not work 
Schultze said the House plan would be 
“principally useful to small businesses” 
and “it will not stimulate substantial 
additional employment.” 
Neither the rebate nor individual tax 
cuts is a controversial issue between the 
House and Senate.

SALINAS ( UP I ) - An Army 
helicopter pilot, apparently kidnaped and 
held for a week by anti-m ilitary 
terrorists who made “demands” on the

The soldier, 1st Lt. Donald Patterson, 
26, of Blooming Grove, Tex,, was ap­ 
parently in good condition but said he 
was fed only bread and water and was 
“treated like a prisoner of war” during 
his captivity. 
The FBI was investigating the report 
that an underground anti-war organiza­ 
tion kidnaped him. 
Patterson said he was seized by two 
men while on the way home from a 
movie at the the Fort Ord theater a week 
ago He said he was taken at gunpoint to 
a hideout and locked in a bathroom 
Mrs Earldene Patterson the soldier's 


mother, said he told her his captors sent 
a letter to Maj. Gen. Robert Kirwan, 
commanding officer of Fort Ord. 111« let­ 
ter contained “abusive language.” Mrs. 
Patterson said, and “made demands on 
the Army.” 
Lt. Patterson is a 1973 graduate of 
West Point. He is assigned to the 7t№ In­ 
fantry Division's 7th Battalion at the 
training camp. His brother, Dan. is also 
a West Point graduate and is stationed in 
Texas. Neither of them served in Viet­ 
nam.

Rodgers pointed out that 
he had served since 1961 on 
various panels dealing with 
water as a liaison expert with 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
and felt he had the expertise 
and credentials for continued 
serving He made it clear he 
would not resign voluntarily. 


He stated he could see no 
reason for voluntarily quitting 
except for political reasons.

As the cost of conventionally 
produced electrical energy con­ 
tinues to rise, communities 
such as Lompoc are beginning 
to look around for alternate 
sources of power, particularly 
in view of apparently dwindling 
supplies of natural gas for use 
in generating current. 
Atomic power plants already 
are a reality, albeit controver­ 
sial 
Electricity generated by 
geothermal heat also is on the 
threshhold of becoming a 
reality for us. with the City of 
Lompoc sharing in the develop­ 
ment of such a project through 
the Northern California Power 
Agency 
Solar energy has proved to be 
economically feasible in some 
applications and is expected to 
become more common as the 
idea catches on As one energy 
expert noted recently, “ The 
technology of solar power is far 
ahead of public acceptance.” 
While the practicality of it 
may be a decade or more away, 
another place mankind can look 
to for electrical energy is the 
skv. 
That's right — the sky! 
The Shuttle Orbiter era. 
which is being ushered in dur- 
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ing this decade by the develop­ 
ment of reusable spacecraft, is 
going to make possible the erec­ 
tion of large structures in orbit. 
Long confined to science fic­ 
tion. the large, long-duration, 
multi-occupant 
space station 
can become a reality thanks to 
the deliverv-truck aspect of the 
Shuttle 
The vehicle not only will be 
able to carry the materials for 
such a structure into orbit, but 
it also can serve as the base for 
erecting it 


A space station would be built 
on a modular approach, with 
each module designed to fit into 
the Orbiter’s huge cargo bay. 
On successive trips into space, 
the Orbiter would deliver the 
necessary sections for the sta­ 
tion and would assemble the liv­ 
ing quarters, equipment 
modules, life support modules 
and so forth 


By using this Tinker Toy ap­ 
proach. the station could be ex­ 
panded to any size for use as a 
scientific laboratory, as an 
earth resources survey center, 
as a space manufacturing 
facility or a combination of all 
of these 
Space scientists also con­ 
template a number of possible 
structures that do not require 
human occupancy, such as a

Government 
seeks aid for 
tuna fishermen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government has asked a federal 
court to allow tuna fishermen to 
continue catching and killing a 
limited number of porpoises un­ 
til a lawsuit over the netting 
method is settled 
The Committee for Humane 
Legislation and others contend 
it is a violation of the Marine 
Mammal Protection Act for 
tuna fishermen to use porpoises 
as lures for tuna and then net 
the porpoises, drowning thou­ 
sands annually. 
The Justice Department Mon­ 
day asked the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals to allow a 
delay of strict limitations on 
porpoise catches 
Assistant Attorney General 
Peter Taft said allowing a catch 
of nearly 60.000 porpoise from 
13 species during the remainder 
of 1977 would not harm the por­ 
poise stock or violate the act. 
Taft said an order limiting 
fishing methods while the suit 
is pending threatened to hurt 
the industry economically 
Berhard Finsterwald. attor­ 
ney for the Committee For 
Humane Legislation, asked to

Growing older 


Danes feel it pays 
to return pensions

Ah. to be in Denmark now that retirement is here! 
In Denmark, retirement is at the age of 67 and the pension starts at once. But 
the Danes are not forced to accept the pension money. They can trade it in and 
give it back to the government. 
Go ahead Ask me “ Why should som e retired citizens of Denmark give their 
pension mney back to the government? What’s the inducement’ “ 
Let's go to Copenhagen and get some answers. What a number of Danish 
retirees get for their “ pension trade-in” is a good life for as long as they live. 
That means good food and good housing and free clothing It means complete 
health service It means medical care and home help, as needed And it means 
a satisfactory social life. 
Do those retired Danes get radio and television and telephones? Of course. 
Do the amenities include hair cuts for men and styling for women? Indeed they 
do Are there complete facilities for geriatric care’ You bet there are. Do they 
have lounges to lounge in, libraries to read in. gam e rooms to play in, transpor­ 
tation to outings and events? Yes. And it’s all free! 
All that and more is the right of Danish seniors The program works through 
the Danish Ministries of Labor and Social Affairs and Danish National Health 
Security, in several places and in several ways. One such place is the “ Old 
People’s Town” (in Danish. De Gam les By), a self-contained community con­ 
sisting of senior citizen apartment houses, built in Copenhagen in 1969. The 
“ town" has churches, libraries, movie theatres, concert halls and a hospital. 
What the m inistries supply for each apartment is a bed The rest of the fur­ 
niture and the decorations are the seniors' own Meals are served in a com ­ 
munity dining room Coffee and tea are served in the residents' rooms. 
Now. get this: There are 1 450 older Danes in the “ Old People’s Town.” But 
the residents are outnumbered by the people who serve them! They have 1,580 
doctors, nurses and staff members 
Naturally, there was a long waiting list as soon as De Gam les By was opened. 
So another senior city was built on the sam e principle, in 1970, in the northern 
outskirts of Copenhagen It is called Bystaeveparken There’s one difference: 
the newer senior housing has even better facilities than the older development. 
Nevertheless, not all Danish seniors like the idea of living in big. segregated 
old people's cities Henning Blume. Copenhagen’s deputy director of social 
welfare, approves of that attitude. He says he feels that a Danish senior should 
have a choice of where to live “ So for the last five years or so.’’ Blume says, 
“ the emphasis has been on what we call ‘protected dwellings ” ' That plan helps 
a pensioner to remain in his or her own home 
The government will pay the rent in multiple dwellings It will remodel 
private homes It will put elevators into apartment buildings where many 
seniors live. It will build ramps and supply aids such as wheel chairs. It 
provides home help, cleaners, cooks, visiting nurses It builds centers for 
socialization There are about 7,500 such accommodations in Copenhagen at 
this writing with more to come. 
Thus, it would seem that the Danes have improved on our own Older 
Americans Act Denmark is not as rich a country as ours, nor is it as big or as 
populous In comparing the implementation of the Older Americans Act with 
Denmark s Invalidity and Old-Age Pensioners Act of 1968, we can draw only 
one conclusion: the government of Denmark wants its older citizens to have as 
beautiful a life as possible, while our government is concerned with little more 
than the minimum necessary to keep us alive.

OJ can still catch planes, but...

NEW YORK (U P I) - Every time you 
see O.J. Simpson in that TV commercial, 
he's running through some airport with 
his suitcase in one hand, his trench coat 
in the other and a big Super Bowl smile 
on his face because he knows he still has 
enough time and he’s not going to blow 
his plane at all 


That’s only in the commercial, though. 
Realistically, time is running out for 
O J Simpson, and one of the reasons for 
that is because he has imposed a 
deadline of only two more years upon 
himself, after which he says he will not 
play professional football anymore. 


This season and next, ami that’s it. 
That’s absolutely definite, says O.J

remembering another dream he once 
had when he first started in pro ball after 
coming out of the University of Southern 
California eight seasons ago, a dream in 
which he and the Bills were going to wind 
up playing in the Super Bowl But he 
knows that with the two-year deadline he 
has given h im self, there is little 
likelihood of his dream ever being 
fulfilled 


“ The S up er B ow l lo g ic a lly is 
everybody’s goal,” he said, “but to get 
there, you gotta have some players, you 
gotta go out and get ’em We haven't so 
far, and if we don’t, our chances are sl­ 
im.”

Simpson shook his head no. 
“I'm a running back and I’ll be 30 this 
season,“ he said. “ I look around me to 
see some of the other running backs who 
came into the league with me and I don’t 
see ’em. Not too many keep playing after 
30 I saw Leroy Kelly play well at 32, but 
I never wanna be out there on the field 
and find out I can’t do something I wanna 
do " 
Somebody asked Simpson about Joe 
Namath. 
“I think the Rams would like to have 
him but I don’t think he wants to take a 
cut in his contract,’’ said Simpson. “ I un­ 
derstand the way Joe feels, but if he can 
swallow some of his pride and sign with 
the Rams. I think he can take ‘em to the 
Super Bowl 1 think that with his arm, he 
can’t take an average team and get it to 
the Super Bowl, but he can take a good 


team there, and the Rams are a great 
team .” 


So far, Simpson has made six movies. 
He likes doing them and hopes to make 
acting his full-time occupation after he 
quits football. 


“ P h ysically, m aking pictures is 
much easier than playing football, but 
emotionally it can be tougher,” he said. 
“I’ve got 13 scripts now and I’ve been of­ 
fered some leading roles, but I’d rather 
have smaller roles if they’re the right 
ones.”

Eager for playoffs 
Marques is Player of Year

Johnson. UCLA captain and 6-7 senior forward. All- 
America. College Player of the Year. 
Johnson’s brilliant collegiate basketball career is a 
week-to-week proposition now.

Calif., inventor of a 
compressed air commode “ On­ 
ly recently, as people have 
begun to see that water is not 
an unlimited resource, have we 
begun to have alternative in­ 
ventions.” 
Spokesmen for Kohler and 
American Standard Companies, 
the two largest suppliers of con­ 
ventional flush toilets, insist 
“ the toilet bowl is here to stay" 
and say they are working on 
ways to reduce water usage 
But Leonard Grimes, direc­ 
tor of the California Depart­ 
ment of General Services, notes 
“ the flush toilet may be here 
for some time, but even if we 
continue with this water-based 
approach, it won't be the kind of 
flushing we know 
It will be 
vitally necessary that the 
amount of water the toilet uses 
be significantly reduced.”

Crash immunization plan 
proves worthy in Detroit 


DETROIT (U PI) - School 
officials say school attendance 
figures for Monday prove that a 
crash immunization program in 
the nation's fifth largest school 
district was an overwhelming 
success. 
“ We knew that it was quite a 
task to undertake ” Richard 
Smart, the school system's 
Health Department chief, said 
Monday. “ I would say it has 
been a tremendous success. ” 
Officials cracking down on 
lax compliance with immuniza­ 
tion rules implemented a “ no 
shots-no school” policy and set 
Monday as the deadline 
Children were required to show 
proof of immunization against a 
variety of diseases or be sent 
home 
School officials said they had 
no accurate count of children 
sent home for lack of immuni­ 
zation but said the number was 


less than 400 
About 1.500 students had not 
been immunized at the start of 
school Monday but officials said 
a majority of them received 
their shots during the day. 
During a 7-hour period Mon­ 
day. more than 500 youngsters 
received inoculations at one 
c lin ic and business was 
reported brisk at the two other 
sites. 
The inoculations were aimed 
at preventing measles, polio, 
rubella 
(German measles), 
tetanus, whooping cough and 
diphtheria 
Special weekend clinics 
around the city did an overflow 
business as parents hurried to 
have their youngsters vaccinat­ 
ed before the deadline Several 
hundred more, officials said, 
received inoculations at family 
physicians' offices or private 
clinics 


Home baby 
delivery 
problems 


ANAHEIM. Calif (U PI) - A 
Stanford University obstetri­ 
cian says doctors and hospitals 
are showing a “ shocking lack of 
sensitivity” to the needs and 
wishes of a growing number of 
women who prefer to have their 
babies delivered at home. 
Dr. Don C. Creevy told doc­ 
tors Monday at the annual 
meeting of the California 
Medical Association that be­ 
cause they are convinced home 
delivery is risky and an inef­ 
ficient use of their time, very 
few physicians are willing to 
accept patients who do not want 
hospital deliveries. 
The result. Creevy said, is 
that home delivery is becoming 
a major health problem be­ 
cause mothers do not get 
prenatal care. 
F u r t h e r m o r e . 
when 
complications arise during 
labor, mothers have great dif­ 
ficulty finding a doctor and 
hospital to give them sym­ 
pathetic care — or any kind of 
care, he said. 
Creevy estimated that 10 to 20 
per cent of the births in some 
California counties are at 
home 
Women avoid hospitals be­ 
cause they object to the “ rigid, 
impersonal, mechanized hospi­ 
tal environment.” Creevy said 
“ We have created a home 
birth problem by refusing to 
listen to what patients are tell­ 
ing us and by refusing rigidly to 
consider the possibility that 
home delivery may be satisfac­ 
tory for some families." he 
said “ The mothers don’t like 
what 
is 
happen ing 
to 
themselves and their babies in 
hospitals.” 


Federal union to begin 
organization of military 


W ASH IN G TO N ( U P I ) - 
Leaders of the nation’s largest 
union of federal employes say 
they'll begin organizing the un­ 
iformed 
m ilitary 
services 
within seven months unless the 
plan is rejected in a referen­ 
dum of union members. 
Kenneth Blaylock, president 
of the American Federation of 
Government Employes, an­ 
nounced plans Monday for the 
referendum and predicted the 
union's members will endorse 
unionization of the armed 
forces. 
President Carter and Labor 
Secretary Ray Marshall oppose 
unionization of the 3.2 million 
uniformed military personnel, 
although Marshall has called 
for improved grievance 
procedures. 
Blaylock acknowledged a un­ 
ion for military personnel is 
nearly as controversial within 
his membership as it is 
elsewhere. Numerous bills have 
been introduced in Congress to 
block any such move. 
Blaylock said an organizing 
drive among military personnel 
would begin “ no later than Oct. 
1“ if it is approved by the 
A F G E 
m e m b e rs h ip . 
Otherwise, he said, it will be a 
“ dead issue.” 
A report adopted by A F G E ’s 


executive council concluded 
that organizing the military “ is 
not only feasible, it appears to 
be inevitable” — but only under 
peacetime conditions. 
“ It is imperative, if this 
program is to be successful, 
that we ... emphasize that in a 
time of war or congressionally 
declared national emergency, 
the union’s recognition would 
be suspended.” it said. 
The union indicated its 
representation would be limited 
to grievances over living and 
working conditions, legal re­ 
presentation under the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice, and 
lobbying for pay and benefits. 
Blaylock declined to discuss 
whether military union mem­ 
bers should be permitted to 
strike, but noted federal em­ 
ployes are not permitted to do 
so under an executive order 
providing for bargaining in the 
federal sector. 
Wages for all federal em­ 
ployes are set by Congress, but 
the executive order allows 
bargaining on working condi- 


tions. The order does not men­ 
tion bargaining for the military 
Blaylock said union organiz­ 
ers would have no trouble gain­ 
ing access to military installa­ 
tions because a large share of 
the A FG E membership is in the 
Defense Department.

The President's calls 


President Carter tried a new 
public relations gimmick last 
Saturday that appeared to 
work well with the objective in 
mind — to listen to the people. 
With Walter Cronkite, the 
erudite CBS news anchorman 
sitting in the winged-back 
chair next to him and screen­ 
ing the questions, President 
Carter calmly answered the 
telephone calls from more 
than 40 citizens spread across 
the country. 
Some of the questions, which 
were not censored, were 
mighty sticky but the Presi­ 
dent displayed a complete 
command of the situation. 
When he didn’t know the 
answer, he said he didn’t 
know. We considered that very 
admirable for a politician. 
President Carter said that 
the experience was far better 
than a press conference with 
the capitol press corps, and we 


agree again. There was an ex­ 
citing spontaneity about what 
question would be asked next 
and by what type of a person. 
We would never expect such a 
diversity of questions from the 
press corps. 
We realize that the exercise 
Saturday was mostly a public 
relations exercise but we can’t 
help but feel that if the 
telephone calls are done on a 
periodic basis, the President 
of the United States may just 
learn something from the rank 
and file citizens. A President 
just can’t leave the front door 
of the White House and roam 
the streets to discover what 
the concerns of people are. We 
are most grateful that Presi­ 
dent Carter recognizes this, 
and despite its public relations 
value, it may grow to be an 
important move. 
We look forward to the next 
session.

WASHINGTON - When Chairman 
Arthur Bums of the Federal Reserve 
system and Leon Keyserling, chief 
proponent of government spending, can 
agree on the danger of more inflation, we 
can believe there is trouble ahead. 
Granted that they agree for different 
reasons, nevertheless 
they both are con­ 
vinced that in 1977 in­ 
flation cannot be held 
to President C arter’s 
goal of 5 per cent to 5.6 
per cent 
Keyserling. a sur­ 
vivor of the Truman 
F air Deal, told the 
congressional 
joint 
economic committee 
t h a t 
t he 
C a r t e r 
package to stimulate 
the economy is too 
sm all. Therefore it 
will not put the full 
resources of industry 
to work to melt down 
unemployment and in­ 
crease the tax returns. 
Bums, who probably more than any 
single individual controls the money sup­ 
ply. is convinced that no stimulus is 
needed and the Carter package can only 
mean a quick shot in the arm that will 
have no lasting effect on the economy. 
As whosesale food prices and other in­ 
dicators continue to rise, it will push in­ 
flation up a notch or two if not more. 
T h i s will h a r d l y be n e w s to 
householders 
in the middle-mcome 
bracket struggling to pay gas and 
electricity bills that have doubled or 
quadrupled with the cold winter It is a 
pitiful story they have been telling, with 
energy bills exceeding mortgage pay­ 
ments 
They are caught in the squeeze as 
powerful unions are getting raises far 
beyond any annual increase in produc­ 
tivity and George Meany. the overlord of 
trade unionism, is roaring against any 
effort by the administration to monitor 
upcoming wage and price increases. 
Unions in both the auto and the oil in­ 
dustries got recent contracts calling for 
an annual 10 per cent increase in wages 
and fringe benefits Next in line is steel, 
with both the union and the industry tell­ 
ing the government to keep hands off and 
let them settle on their own term s Those 
terms, one can be sure, will increase the 
cost of all the products such as autos and 
appliances that use steel 
Burns' argument is the familiar one of 
lack of confidence and the consequent 
failure of industry to invest in new plants 
and new production 
He points to the 
great reserves held by big industrial 
firms 
As though to prove his point, 
International Business Machines, which 
produces an estimated half of all the 
computers used in the world, announced 
the purchase of four million of its own 
shares at $280 a share. The purchase 
would be made out of the company’s 
liquid assets of $6 1 billion. 
Burns has long been M e a n y ’s 
archvillam If only he would let up on the 
money spigot there would be prosperity 
for all This is the kind of pressure Bums 
has been resisting under a succession of 
presidents since 1970 It is equivalent, he 
argues to printing money and the record 
Rhyme time

those like Meany and Keyserling who 
believe it is too small and others like 
Bums who are convinced it cannot put 
the jobless to work and will only result in 
kicking up the inflationary spiral. 
No economic genius is required to 
detect the rise in prices that threaten 
higher overall inflation The housewife 
at the checkout counter knows what it 
means in the price of fresh vegetables 
and orange juice. While the freeze in 
Florida has contributed to this condition, 
it is not the only factor. 
In the opinion of this observer. Bums 
and Keyserling — a curious team indeed 
— have the best of the argument for their 
own separate reasons Nothing is more 
corrosive to the body politic than a rapid­ 
ly rising spiral of inflation. We may be a 
long way from the double-digit inflation 
of recent memory, but it cannot be ruled 
out. 
Around the world inflation rates of 20 
per cent and 25 per cent, or in some in­ 
stances even higher, are signals of the 
unstable state of the economy. These are 
warning signals that cannot be ignored 
even bv the richest nation of them all 


The Rev. Kenneth Boyd has sprung to 
the defense of a fellow Presbyterian 
clergyman whom I apparently unjustly 
accused of praying 30 minute prayers at 
the start of United States Senate ses­ 
sions.

public. In fact, says 
Ken. during P e t e r 
Marshall’s tenure as 
chaplain senators ac­ 
tually began making it 
a practice to arrive in 
the chambers on time 
in o r d e r to h e a r 
Marshall’s prayers. 
I co nfess that I 
printed the rem ark 
after I had heard it ut­ 
tered during a recess in the City Coun­ 
cil’s last regular meeting, at which the 
subject of the length of prayers opening 
the council sessions became a m atter of 
discussion. 
I have no first-hand knowledge of 
Peter Marshall's ever having done that 
and I happily withdraw the comment. 


Pastor Boyd — and others of you have 
too. for that m atter expressed an ap­ 
preciation for the occasional items in 
this column having a spiritual reference. 


Since that seems to be the subject for 
the day. let me pass along some excerpts 
from some comments I heard a minister 
make at a men’s gathering once. He was 
speaking on the subject, “ If I were the 
devil...“ and he proceeded to enumerate 
some of the things he would do if he were 
Satan. He said: 


“ If I were the devil... 
“ I would want first of all to engulf the 
whole world in darkness. I would already 
have one-third of its real estate and four- 
fifths of its population, but I would not be 
happy until I had the richest apple on the 
tree. I would set about, however neces­ 
sary to take over the United 
States. 
How'7 I would begin with a campaign of 
whispers; I would whisper to you 
precisely what I whispered to Eve: ‘Do 
as you please ’ To the young I would 
whisper. The Bible is a myth’ and I 
would convince them that man created 
God rather than God creating man. I 
would whisper that what is bad is good 
and what is good is ‘square.* In the ears 
of young m arried couples I would 
whisper that work is debasing, that 
cocktail parties are good for them and I 
would caution them never to be extreme 
in religion, patriotism or moral conduct. 
And the old I would teach to pray, to say 
after me. ‘Our Father, which art in 
Washington ..’ I would educate authors 


how to make lurid literature exciting so 
anything else would be dull and un­ 
interesting. I would threaten tv with 
dirty movies, and vice versa. 
“If I were the devil — 
“I’d get organized. I would infiltrate 
unions and urge more loafing and less 
work, because idle hands usually work 
for me. I would peddle narcotics to 
whomever I could; sell alcohol to ladies 
and gentlem en of distinction and 
tranquilize the rest with pills. 
“I’d encourage schools to refine those 
young intellects and neglect to discipline 
emotions: just let those run wild. I’d get 
myself an effective atheist to be my 
front before the highest court in the land 
and what would you bet I could get some 
preachers to say she’s right? Thus with 
flattery and promises of power I could 
get the courts to vote against God and in 
favor of pornography in the same ses­ 
sion. With that I could evict God from 
the court and then the schoolhouse and 
finally from the houses of Congress. 


“Then in God’s churches I’d substitute 
psychology for religion, I would deify 
science and thus I would make men in­ 
telligent enough to create super weapons 
but not wise enough to control them. I’d 
make the symbol of Easter an egg and 
the symbol of Christmas a bottle. I’d 
take from those who have and give to 
those who wanted until I had killed the 
incentive of the ambitious. Then my 
police state would force everyone back 
to work, separating families, putting 
children in uniform, women in coal 
mines and objectors in labor camps. 


“ I'd get ministers to preach more on 
revolution than on regeneration; more 
on subversion than santification; more 
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on the widening gap of humanity than life 
in the Kingdom. I’d compel ministers to 
be more outspoken on civil rights than 
the salvation of lost souls. I’d encourage 
using God's divine pulpit to rub salt into 
the wounds of society rather than 
preaching the cure to the ailment. I’d 
Strive for the promulgation of a social 
gospel than the “unsearchable riches of 
God.’ 
“I’d make Sunday a day of recreation 
rather than a day of re-creation. I’d tell 
the Sunday School teachers that their 
absence really wouldn’t hurt the effec­ 
tiveness of the whole school. I’d tell 
young people that the church is over 
when the Sunday School bell rings at 
10:30. I’d tell Christians that they really 
can’t afford to tithe their income and not 
to worry if they don’t carry their share of 
the load because somebody else will. I’d 
tell fathers that it isn’t really necessary 
to come to church with the family. 
Sending them is enough. 
“ If I were the devil— 
“ I’d get church members to gossip 
about one another so that harmony would 
be disrupted 
I'd find fault with the 
pastor regardless of how hard he might 
try. I’d get Christians to sit on their bles­ 
sed assurance and do nothing. I’d make 
the aisles of the church so cold spiritual­ 
ly that one could ice skate down them. 
I’d make the youth want only a good time 
with no strings attached. I’d make the 
Bible a dull and boring book rather than 
the vital and sharp and life-giving book 
that it is. I'd get lost people to delay deci­ 
sions that would bring them into the 
presence of God through Jesus Christ. 
“ If I were the devil — come to think of 
it. if I WERE the devil. I’d just keep on 
doing what HE’s doing."

Despite the criticism that the needs as­ 
sessment committees are working with a 
set of carefully structured or canned 
goals, what has come out of the Cabrillo 
High School effort sounds very much like 
the sounds elsewhere. 
A community-school committee in the 
Vandenberg Village high school voted 
the goals of “ Gain a general education," 
and “ Develop skills in 
r e a d i n g , w r i t i n g , 
s p e a k i n g 
a nd 
listening." in a tie for 
number one out of the 
18 pre-selected goals. 
T h e r e ha s be en 
much talk in recent 
months about “ basic 
e d u c a t i o n , ” 
t he 
“ t h r e e - R s . ” 
and 
“ survival skills." The 
two first place goals 
are in line with those 
ideas. 
And the Cabrillo 
c o m m i t t e e ’s 
third 
priority goal adds to 
the concept: “ Develop 
sk il l s to e n t e r a 
specific field of work." 
The fourth and fifth goals, which were 
deemed next in importance, are “ Learn 
how to use and examine information," 
and “Gain information needed to make 
job selections " 


All five of the top goals, which were 
selected, could be construed as sup­ 
porting vocational education programs 
and more specifically supporting the 
idea of giving the high school graduate 
entry level skills. 
By the same token, parents and other 
committee members ranked “ Learn how 
to use leisure tim e" last and “Unders­ 
tand and practice the skills of family 
living" next to last. 
It is also interesting to note that the 
goal “ Learn how to be a good citizen," 
was placed in the bottom half of the 
ratings. 
In the words of a C abrillo ad­ 
ministrator. “ Parents' responses to this 
item indicated that they felt that if stu­ 
dents gained a good general education, 
and develop good character and self 
respect they will become good citizens " 
Here is the way the Cabrillo commit­ 
tee rated the 18 structured goals, picking 
up after the fifth goal: Sixth — “ Learn 
how to be a good manager of money, 
property and resources." Seventh — 
“ Develop a desire for learning now and 
in the future." Eighth - tie between 
“ Develop pride in work and a feeling of 
self-worth." and “ Develop good 
character and self-respect." Tenth — 


“ Appreciate culture and beauty in the 
world ’’ Eleventh — Three-way tie 
between “ Learn how to be a good 
citizen." “ Learn about and try to unders­ 
tand the changes that take place in the 
world." and "Understand and practice 
d e m o c r a t i c 
ideas 
and 
i d e a l s . ” 
Fourteenth — tie between “ Learn to 
respect and get along with people with 
whom we work and live,” and “ Practice 
and understand the ideas of health and 
safety." Sixteen — “ Learn how to 
respect and get along with people who 
think, dress and act differently." 
Seventeeth — “ Understand and practice 
the skills of family living.” Eighteenth 
— “ Learn how to use leisure tim e." 
Upcoming now is the committee opi­ 
nion on how well Cabrillo is presently do­ 
ing to meet those goals. 
It is this operation that continues to 
baffle this reporter. It remains to be 
seen, how a committee of individuals, 
for the most part outside the school, are 
going to be able to rate the school on per­ 
formance in the various goal categories. 
If the school board mea ns by 
“Cabrillo’s performance in meeting the 
educational goals." they mean merely 
an indication of how well the curriculum 
is organized or whether everyone is try­ 
ing their level best, it won’t be any 
problem If on the other hand they mean 
how well the total package is doing, then 
there may be some credibility gap. It 
isn’t too long ago that one administrator 
told this reporter that he judged how 
well a particular school was doing by a 
combination of factors that included the 
percentages of graduates who managed 
to pass college entrance examinations 
and the percentages of non-college-bound 
students to find meaningful jobs Both 
figures would be hard to find at this 
precise moment as the com m ittee 
works. 
It is this aspect of the needs assess­ 
ment project that falls a little short of 
credibility, at least with this reporter. 
It should be noted that this reporter 
called attention at the very outset of the 
program, a couple of months ago to the 
fact that the committees were going to 
work with a structured list of pre­ 
selected goals rather than from the top 
of their own minds. True there was space 
for the addition of three-or-so individual­ 
generated goals at the bottom of the 
printed form, but it was obvious that the 
overwhelming pressure would be to drop 
one's personal preferences into the 
framework of the eighteen printed goals 
Aside from those limitations, the exer­ 
cise can be a meaningful one. meaning of 
course that the ultimate will of the com­ 
munity could have an impact on 
curriculum 


Washington Merry-go-round

WASHINGTON — In the convivial at­ 
mosphere of the House, it is the Chris­ 
tian practice that only those without sin 
will cast the first mudball. Republican 
leader John Rhodes startled his 
colleagues, therefore, by flinging mud at 
Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill Jr. last year. 
Now it has turned 
out that Rhodes was 
not without sin after 
all. He attacked Tip 
O’Neill in a book that 
was largely written by 
a House employe. 
Thus the taxpayers 
s ubs idized 
the 
scathing prose, but 
Rhodes pocketed the 
royalties. 
The aforesaid book. 
“The Futile System.” 
portrays O’Neill un- 
f l a t t e r i n g l y a s a 
blustering 
partisan. 
This deeply offended 
O’Neill who expressed 
h is 
i n d i g n a t i o n 
characteristically with a roar of outrage 
from the House floor. 
The short, dapper Rhodes played the 
m atador to the snorting, bull-like 
O’Neill. "The gentleman from Mas­ 
sachusetts,” responded Rhodes deftly, 
“will find some very interesting reading 
in that book." 
Now it is the Speaker’s turn to call 
Rhodes’ attention to some interesting 
reading. For we have learned that 
Rhodes used a ghostwriter named J. 
Brian Smith to put the book into literary 
form. Rhodes dictated the m aterial, 
then Smith rewrote it. 
The talented Smith was paid, however, 
not by Rhodes but by the taxpayers 
Smith appears on the public payroll as a 
$31,000-a-year recipient of the taxpayers’ 
largesse. Yet Rhodes collected the full 
$8.000 in royalties. 
Smith told us that his boss generously 
offered him part of the royalties. The 
ghostw riter turned down the offer 
presumably because he had already been 
paid adequately by the taxpayers. 
This raises an interesting legal ques­ 
tion. It is against the law for a congres­ 
sman to take kickbacks from his 
employes. If instead he takes the 
proceeds from an employe’s public ser­ 
vice. does this constitute a kickback9 
In an anguished interview. Smith in­ 
sisted there had been no impropriety. He 
acknowledged that he had worked on the 
book during office hours, but he said he 
had also labored over it evenings and 
weekends. “ I put in my 40 hours for the 
government." he said. 
There is more to the story. Smith has a 
sideline; he is a 50 per cent partner in the 
public relations firm of Smith and 
Harroff. Rhodes retained the firm last 
year to handle the advertising for his re- 
election campaign. For its efforts, the 
firm was paid $12.500 in fees and com­ 
missions from the congressman’s cam ­ 
paign collections. Smith has renounced 
any income from the firm while he is 
working for the government, but he still 
has a stake in its welfare. For half of the 
company's assets will revert to him 
when he leave the federal payroll. 
Both Rhodes and Smith contend that 
their actions didn't violate the House 
ethics code in effect last year or the 
tougher new code adopted last week. 
This depends, of course, on the definition 
of a kickback. 
TOO MUCH ADVICE: Our federal ad­ 
m inistrators receive altogether too 
much advice, most of it bad, from a 
bewildering assortment of advisory com­ 
m ittees. 
President J immy C a rte r 
promised to clear out some of this 
bureaucratic underbrush if he made it to 
the White House. Within 30 days of his 
arrival, he created four new advisory 
committees 
This disturbs the Senate Subcommittee 
on Reports, Accounting and Manage­ 
ment, which has tried to keep a check on 
advisory committees. The subcommittee 
found 61 committees, for example, ad­ 
vising the government what to do about 
energy. These committees were split 
into a multitude of subcommittees and 
task forces, all contributing advice on 
the same subject. The total number of 
advisory units, according to a careful 
count, exceeds 250. 
The advice that comes from these 250 
units, however, isn’t as confusing and 
conflicting as might be supposed. For the 
Senate investigators found that the 
government had loaded the committees 
with advisers from the energy-industrial 
complex. Not surprisingly, these ad­ 
visers agree overw helm ingly upon 
measures that would benefit the in­ 
dustry. 
Apparently, it makes no difference 
that the law requires the membership on 
advisory committees to be balanced; all 
points of view are supposed to be 
represented In a report not yet released 
to the public, the subcommittee notes 
wryly: “ The requirement for balance is, 
at best, subjected to widely varying in­ 
terpretations." 
The few consumer representatives 
who are admitted to the advisory circle 
are seldom heeded. The executive ad­ 
visory committee on the National Gas 
Survey, for example, brought in some 
public-interest people. But the advisers, 
according to the report, “were urged to 
keep ‘dissenting opinions’ which might 
emerge from ‘the diversity of 
membership’ to a minimum." 
The advisers who examine energy 
policy questions invariably come from 
such corporations as Exxon and Con­ 
s ol idate d Edison. Exxon was 
represented on 15 advisory committees, 
Consolidated Edison on 10.
